Umversity of Utah ranked fifth 
m the nation in drug arrests at 

- four-year-uhivdmtics and Utah’r 

other colleges also saw a drarnat- 
1C nse, based on data for 1997. 

Drug arrests at the U. of U. 
jumped nearly 30 percent in 1997 
to 126, while arrests statewide 
mcreased 17 percent. Nationally, 
drug arrests rose 7.2 percent, 
according to The Chronicle of 
Higher Education. 

Hie University of California at 
B^lteley was first in the nation 
with 179 arrests, followed 1^ Son 
Jose State University, the 
University of Arizona and 
Arizona State University. 

U. of _U. campus police Sgt. 
Lynn M^AeU smd the statistics _ 
fluctuate and may not indicate a 
aig^cant trend They could also 
include arrests made by universi- 
ty police officers off-campus.
